Moravia. June 16, 1764 Tbe appara- 
us was composed of a pole surmount- 
ed by an Iron rod, supporting twelve 
curved branches and terminating la as 
many metallic boxes filled with Iron 
ore. The entire system of wires was 
united to the earth by a large chain. 
[lie enemies of the Inventor, Jealous of 
ils success, excited tbe peasants of the 
locality «88ln«t Mm and under the pre- 
text that hi* lightning rod was tbe 
cause of the excessive dry weather had 
be rod taken down and the Inventor 
m prisoned.—Argonaut

RAZORS IN CHINA. 


They Coit Littl., but They Are Mad* 


From Old Iron Hormhe**. 


An interesting feature of Chinese In- 


dustry la the making of knives and ra- 
zors from old horseshoes. Tbe local 
blacksmiths In tbe Interior cities and 
towns supply the great population of 
the empire with knives, razors and 
eclssors of an Inferior quality at a 
very small cost. This cutlery comes 
from small stops, where only one or 
two men are employed, usually the 
proprietor and his sons, and IB chiefly 
made from old borsesboes Imported 
from England and tile continent. A 
discarded steel shoe offers tbe best 
material for blades, but the black- 
smiths prefer the old shoes of soft Iron 
that come from Glasgow and Ham- 
burg. 


One British firm at Tientsin brought 


over a,cargo of old horseshoes from 
Aostralln recently, but could not dis- 
pose of them, ns toe native smiths 
said -that the Iron was too hard. They 
like tbe soft Iron because It call be 
more easily worked by their primitive 
methods. 


A razor commonly used by the poorer 


class, having a cutting edge of less 
than two Indies, costs 20 fung-tzns, 
about U cents in American currency. 
Upon the strop tbe blade takes a fair 
cutting edge, but Is too soft to bold it 
Any number of strappings are neces 
Bary before tbe act of sbavlng cnn be 
completed. After the blades are forged 
they are simply case burdened and not 
subjected to the careful tempering em- 
ployed in tbe production of wester: 
cutlery.—Youth's Companion.

SILVER PLATING. 


An Accident'Pointed the Way lo the 


Original' Prooeu. 


In 1742 Thomas Bolsover. a me- 


chanic of Sheffield. England, discovered 
;be art of silver plating. He was re- 
pairing tbe bundle of a knife lu which 
xith copper and silver Were ased. Ac- 
cidentally the two metals were {used 
;ogethcr. Based upon this observation, 
is developed the new process. 


Upon a thick Ingot of copper he 


bound by iron wire a thinner ingot of 
silver The whole was then heated In 
a reverberatwy furnace until the edges 
of the silver lugot were observed to 
begin to melt. The two Ingots were 
then removed from the furnace, slowly 
cooled and pickled, cleaned and rolled 
to the desired thickness. The result 
was n plate of copper more or less 
thinly covered with stiver on one side. 


This was the first Sheffield plate. 


For flfty years following the copper 
wa* plated on one side only and the 
cut edges showed the copper. Later 
the process was ao perfected that no 
copper was left exposed. All tbe sll- 
verplate of tbe world was made by 
this process until electroplating was 
discovered and made commercial.— 
Popular Mechanics. 


R«l UM of the Bee'* Sting. 


"Tbe bee's sting is a trowel, not a 


rapier," said a nature student "It Is an 
exquisitely delicate little trowel with 
which the bee finishes oft* tbe honey 
cell, Injects a little preservative Inside 
and seals it up. With ite trowel-like 
sttng the bee puts the final touches on 
the dainty and wonderful work. With 
the sting it pats and shapes tbe honey 
cell, as a mason puts and shapes a row 
of brick. Before sealing op the cell It 
drops a wee bit of poison into the boneyt 
This is formic acid. Without it honey 
would spoil. Most of os thick tbe bee's 
sting, with Its poison. Is a weapon only. 
It is a weapon secondarily, but pri- 
marily It is a magic trowel, a trowel 
from whose end, as the honey cells are 
built up, a wonderful preserving fluid 
drips. 


Dntroying Money,

ise to pay so much coin. If you de- 
stroy a five dollar note, for Instance, 
yon simply release the government or 
the bank which issued the note from 
the payment of~f.be $5 in gold which 
the note called for. Of course, there- 
fore, yon are not punishable in any 
manner (or destroying the note If It is 
your ow&. There 1* no penalty for mu- 
tilating gold'or silver coin If you keep 
it in your own possession, but as you 
have thereby destroyed a considerable 
part of Its value yon must not try to 
pass it at par after the mutilation.
